Though a car engine can keep a-mobile 
rig on the air almost indefinitely, some 
thought could be given to obtaining 
maximum use of the power available via 
power takeoffs. 

Rear wheel power takeoffs via pulleys. 

Car rear up on stands or cement blocks. 

Pulley power takeoffs bolted via 
brackets to wheel lugs. 

With an assortment of pulleys and 
assortment of belts, an emergency crew 
could stay on the air in event of breakdown 
of their main AC generator gasoline 
engine. 

Emergency groups who can not afford a 
monster diesel-type AC generator but who 
may have access toan AC generator might 
consider powering the AC generator via 
car power. 

Emergency groups fighting extended 
disasters might remember that there is 
generally a surplus of abandoned vehicles 
and each vehicle represents a prime 
source of power.

AIR FORCE MARS

It seems all the prog- 
nostigators of deteriorating 
frequencies were right. Condi- 
tions on 4 Mc have shown a 
steady drop since late fall. In 
anticipation of this HQTRS has 
assigned several frequencies 
for us to try in the 2 Mc region. 
They are: 2038.5, 2229.0, 2230.5, 
2232.0, 2621.0, 2622.5, 2624.0, 
2728.5, 2730.5 and 2732.0. While 
all of them have not yet been 
cleared for night time use, 
2038.5 and 2624.0 have and if you 
can reach these frequencies, at 
least listen on them during 
evening hours for possible 
copying of other stations with 
the idea of reporting how they 
propagate. Some _ Drake 
equipment owners will be 
unhappy with those frequencies 
in the 2.6 Mc range, as their 
manual will tell them not to 
transmit there. I have already 
tried these frequencies with my 
T4X and found that my antenna 
tuner effectively traps out the 
unwanted spurious signal in- 
volved. It may or may not work 
for all, but if you have a tuner, 


give it a try, with a nearby 
buddy checking for any signals 
besides the one you want. 


One other thought along these 
same lines, with the advent of 
daylight saving time, we will 
start an hour earlier local time, 
giving us the time before skip 
starts to lengthen out. This 
should be to our advantage as 
the frequency will be quieter.

GOLDCOAST ARC

It has just come to my attention that 
there is a bill in Congress that will help all 
amateurs, CB’ers, and all listening public. 
The bill is still in committee and has a good 
chance of dying there if some action is not 
taken soon. It is known as H.R. 3516. A Bill 
to amend the communications Act of 1934 
to require that radio and television 
receivers meet certain technical stan- 
dards for filtering out interference. 
QUOTE: Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, 
that section 303 (s( of the Communications 
Act of 1934 is amended by inserting ‘(1)’ 
after ‘‘(s)” and by adding at the end 
thereof the following: “(2)” Have 
authority to require that apparatus 
designed to receive broadcasts comply 
with standards of the Commission under 
this paragraph (2), when such apparatus 
is shipped in interstate commerce, or is 
imported from any foreign country into the 
United States for sale or resale to the 
public. Standards under this paragraph 
shall be prescribed by rule for the pur- 
posed of requiring the filtering out of in- 
terference. Such standards shall include a 
requirement that all interference from any 
AMATEUR STATION, and any citizens 
radio service station, operating on its 
assigned frequency, be filtered out. 
UNQUOTE.
